ABOARD ‘ROOSEVELT SPE- 


CIAL, Sept. 24.—Seven men occu- 
pying compartments just ahead of 
the private car of Gov. Franklin D. 


Roosevelt, Democratic presidential 
candidate now touring the West, 
are not much in the public eye and 
some of them do not even go. to 
hear the nominee’s' speeches, but 
they have access to New -York’s 
chief executive at all times and 
have long discussions with him 
when no one else is about. 

They are his advisers and _ fact- 
finders, and their activities range 
from consulting him in the prepa- 
ration of his major speeches to go- 
ing out and mixing with the crowds 
to find out what people are think- 
ing about in the various sections of 
the country. They are all close 
friends of Roosevelt and have been 
for years, 

One of them is United States 
Senator Key Pittman of Nevada. 
Senator Thomas J, Walsh of Mon- 
tana, permanent chairman of two 
Democratic national conventions 
and another veteran of the United 
States Senate, is another. 


There are two economic experts 
—an academician and a practical 
banker. Prof. Raymond Moley of 
Columbia University presents the 
academic viewpoint. He was one 
of the Governor’s advisers from the 
beginning, all through the  pre- 
convention campaign. Prof. Mo- 
ley, who has had years of experi- 
ence both as a teacher and a writer 
on political science and Govern- 
ment, keeps entirely out of the 
limelight. The banker is Joseph 
P. Kennedy, Boston and New York, 
and he, too, stays in the  back- 
ground, but, unlike Prof, Moley, he 
gets out and meets a lot of peo- 
ple. 

Other members of the group are 
Judge Robert S. Mark, Cincinnati, 
who traveled over the country with 
Roosevelt in 1920, when the Gover- 
nor ran for Vice-President; J. 
Brucer Kremer of Montana, from 
point of service the oldest mem- 
ber of the Democratic National 
Committee, and Breckinridge 
Long, third Assistant Secretary of 
State under Woodrow Wilson. All 
three are old friends of Gov. Roose- 
velt and he consults them fre- 
quently, 


3 CONVICTS KIDNAP 
GUARD AND ESCAPE 
AT STATE. PRISON 


Flee in Penitentiary Auto— 
No Word of Employe 
After 4 Hours—One Con- 
vict Is St. Louis Slayer. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 24.— 


Three long-term convicts, one a 
murderer from St. Louis, kidnaped 


a prison guard and escaped from 
the State penitentiary at 7:45 
o'clock tonight in a State-owned 
automobile. 

They were Joe Szwabo, 29 years 
old, St. Louis; George Kowertz, 52, 
and Alvin Hepzer, 26. Police de- 
partments of surrounding cities 
were notified at once. 

Kowertz and Hetzer, attendants 
at the prison Hospital, were sent 
in an automobile to the women’s 
department just east of the main 
prison after the Warden’s office 
had received a call that a woman 
was ill there. Szwabo, a chauf- 
feur, was sent with them to drive 
the car. The three were guarded 
by Homer Yancey. 

About half an hour later the 
automobile, a Chrysler sedan, was 
driven up in front of the Admin- 
istration offices with the guard and 
It was 
seen to depart again.and investiga- 
tion at the prison garage disclosed 
that a message had been left there 
that the car was going to the new 
Intermediate Refermatory, about 
seven miles east of the penitentiary. 

As the prisoners had been to the 
Reformatory on other occasions, 
this was not considered unusual 
and a search was not begun until 
nearly an hour later. 

Authorities at the prison ex- 
pressed the opinion that the con- 
victs had in some manner convinced 
the guard that they had business 
at the Reformatory. The guard, 
however, was without authority to 
permit the visit, officials said. 
swe was chauffer for Pa- 
role Commissioner Dwight Brown. 
~No word had been received of 
‘the guard or his captors four hours 
after thei rescape. — 


Szwabo shot and killed Bart Val- 
losio Dec. 6, 1927, in an attempt to 
hola up Vallosio in his saloon at 
2001 Morgan street. He pleaded 
guilty and was sentenced to 20 
years in the penitentiary. Valiosio 
was shot after his brother, Vincent, 
opened fire on Szwabo. Police 
heard the shooting and captured 
Szwabo several blocks from the sa-

3 ELD FOR TRYING 
10 TIX’ JURYMAN 
IN GIDEON'S TRIAL 


Brother -in- Law of Ex- 
Mayor and Two Others 
Are Arrested at Spring- 

_ field, Mo. 


By the Associated Press, 

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Sept. 24.— 
Three Springfield men were ar- 
rested here today by a United 
States Deputy Marshal upon 
charges of conspiring to influence 
a member of the jpry which tried 
former Mayor Thomas H. Gideon 
here in July. 

Gideon was tried three times, 
the last time in July, on charges of 
conspiracy to violate the Federal 
prohibition laws. The first trial 
resulted in a conviction but this 
was reversed in the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals. The 
others ended in jury disagreement. 

The men arrested today were 
Paul Oliver, garage operator and 
Democratic nominee for County 
Treasurer; Rufus McVay, a hank 
officer and brother-in-law of Gide- 
on, and Carey Weaver, radio sales- 
man.. The complaints, sworn out 
by United States Attorney W. L. 
Vandeventer, charges them with 
having entered into a conspiracy to 
attempt to influence a juror. An 
additional complaint accuses Oliver 
of making an attempt to influence 
the juror on July 3, the Sunday be- 
fore the Gideon case was sched- 
uled for trial, at Lebanon. Oliver 
and Weaver are alleged to have 
gone to Lebanon in a car owned 
by McVay. 

Vandeventer said he had decided 
to dismiss the indictment against 
Gideon, and had obtained permis; 
sion to do so from Attorney-Gen- 
eral William Mitchell, when dis- 
covery of the alleged efforts to in- 
fluence the juror caused him to 
change his mind. 

“Now, of course, dismissal is 
unthinkable.” he said. The case 
against McVay, Oliver and Weaver 
probably will be presented to the 
Federal grand jury that is sched- 
uled to meet Friday at Kansas City, 
and, if indicted, they may be tried 
at the regular term of Federal 
Court which is to open here Oct. 3. 

The charges were filed as a re- 
sult of investigations made by 
John R. Bulger and C. Fletcher of 
the Department of Justice. 

Homer Griffin of Lebanon was 
named as the juror whom the 
Springfield men are alleged to have 
conspired to influence. 

Vandeventer refused to amplify 
the charges. It had been rumored 
here for some time that the Gov- 
ernment sent Department of Justice 
agents into Southwest Missouri 
after the lgst Gideon trial and in- 
terviewed every member of the jury 
panel called for the Gideon trial. 

The last Gideon trial ended with 
a hung jury, the jurors voting 11 
to 1 for acquittal. 


PIGS SMUGGLED AS BABIES 


Carried Into Austria From Hutu- 
gary for Better Price, 

VIENNA, Sept. 24.—Customs au- 
thorities disclosed tonight that 
suckling pigs dressed as babies 
were being smuggled across the 
Austrian border from Hungary be- 
cause the price of pork there was 
far below the Austrian price. 

Authorities said many women 
were resorting profitably to the 
scheme of dressing up the pigs as 
their babies. By first stupefying 
the animal with a swig of alcohol 
out of a nursing bottle they avoided 
a squeal at the border. 


MISSING. SPONSOR 
OF AUTO DRAWINGS 
FOUND SnOT DEAD 


Body of Arthur’ Floescher 
Discovered in Thicket 


Near House Springs, New |} 


Shotgun Beside It. 


OPEN VERDICT — 
BY CORONER’S JURY 


Award Called Off on Day 
of His Disappearance 
When Agency Was Not 
Paid for Machine. 


Arthur. Floescher, missing spon- 
sor of the promotion scheme 
through which independent mer- 
chants of St. Louis gave away two 
Nash automobiles, was foung shot 


to death yesterday in a thicket near 
House Springs, in Jefferson County. 
He had been shot, through the head. 
Beside the body was a new single- 

arreled shotgun, and near it a 
note, torn to bits, which could not 
be deciphered. There were cuts 
and bruises over his eyes. 

St. Louis detectives who went to 
the scene thought he had killed 
himself, but a Coroner's jury re- 
turned an open verdict. 

Floescher had been missing 
since Friday. The third automo- 
bile was to have been given away 
that night, but the agency had not 
been paid for it and refused deliv- 
ery, and no drawing was held, 

Body Found by Hunter. 

The body was found about 4 
o'clock yesterday afternoon by 
Louis Gartman, 230 East Clinton 
avenue, Kirkwood, who was hunt- 
ing squirrels about two miles south 
of House Springs. On State High- 
way No. 30, about 200 yards away, 
was found an automobile which 
Floescher had borrowed Friday 
morning from his brother-in-law, 
Patrolman Lewis Rolf, 4547 
Thrush avenue, 

Coroner Gibson, who conducted 
the inquest in a House Springs un- 
dertaking establishment, said 
Floescher had been dead for about 
24 hours. 

There was no sign of a_ struggle 
at the scene, but investigators were 
at loss to explain the bruises above 
his eyes. These, it was said, were 
heavy enough to have rendered 
him unconscious. 

Beside the shotgun was a small 
stick which the detectives thought 
Floescher- had used to push the 
trigger af the weapon. The muzzle 
was in his mouth when the shot 
was fired. 

Rolf testified at the inquest he 
Knew of no reason why Floescher 
should have ended his life. Floe- 
scher, Rolf said, was 35 years old 
and lived at 4232 McPherson ave- 
nue. He was a public accountant 
before he undertook to promote 
the Independent Merchants’ Sales 
Plan. 

In this activity, pelice said, he 
was associated with Ba@ward Dee, 
who shared an office with him in 
the Title Guaranty Building. 

750 Stores Took Part in Scheme. 

Persons familiar with the scheme 
said about 750 stores participated. 
These included drug stores,  res- 
taurants, filling stations, and vari- 
ous retail establishments. It had 
no connection with another promo- 
tion plan in which the Walgreen 
drug stores gave away a different 
make of automobile,

away with each purchase. 

It -was announced that each week 
a Nash sedan would be given away 
to the holder of a ticket to be 
drawn every Friday night at a 
moving picture theater. Neighbor- 
hood theaters of the St. Louis 
Amusement Co. participated in the 
plan and two weekly drawings 
were held at their theaters. 

‘Last Friday night the drawing 
was to have been held at the 
Florissant Theater, but because of 
Floescher’s «disappearance, none 
was held. 

Delivery of Auto Refused. 

‘Floescher paid in advance for 
the two autemobiles which were 
given to the holders of winning 
tickets, it was said by J. W. Rich- 
ardson, sales manager of the Mis- 
sissippi Valley Motor Co. 

Fred Koenig, sales manager for 
the promoters, said last night be- 
fore the body found near House 
Spritigs had .been identified as 
Floescher’s that the plan would be 
continued. and that a drawing 
would be held early next week. 

One of the original participants, 
who estimated the plan had in- 
creased his business by 20 per cent, 
said that he distributed 4000 tick- 
ets last week. He estimated that a 
total of about 1,000,000 tickets-on 
the one car were taken last week 
but pointed out that all tickets were 
free, recipients not even being re-

DRIVER GAPTURED

AUTO KILLS MAN

at Jefferson and Pesta- 
lozzi — Motorist Flees, 
Then Returns. 


POLICE RECOGNIZE 
CAR, PURSUE I? 


Radio ‘Description of Broken 
Headlight Gives Clew— 
Edward Horn Held, Pro- 
nounced Intoxicated. 


William P. Lay, a neighborhood 
watchman, was killed last night 
when .struck by an automobile as 
he was crossing Jefferson avenue 
at Pestalozzi street. 

The driver sped north, turned 
east at the next corner, and was 
lost from sight. Just as police ar- 
rived at the scene of the accident, 
however, the car returned, again 
speeding north. 

A police car set out in pursuit 
and at Jefferson and Park avenues, 
a mile away, the driver was arrest- 
ed. He said he was Edwin Horn, 
22 years old, 4439 Nebraska ave- 
nue. 

Horn, a clerk, was taken to City 
Hospital, where physicians said he 
was intoxicated. Police were un- 
able to obtain a statement from 
him and held him for the Coroner. 

Lay arrived at Jefferson and 
Pestalozzi about 8:30 o'clock in 
making his rounds. He was 
struck as he started across Jef- 
ferson. A motorist took him to 
City Hospital, where he was pro- 
nounced dead. of a fractured skull. 

Special Officers Haddad and 
Schaeffer, attached to the Wyom- 
ing Street Police Station, were 
cruising about in a police car when 
they got the first flash over the 
police radio that a pedestrian had 
been killed at Jefferson avenue 
and Pesatalozzi street. 

They were just coming to a stop 
at that intersection when there 
came the second broadcast, a de- 
scription of the automobile which 
had killed Lay. It was a Chevro- 
let coupe, and the right headlight 
had been knocked out of position 


-by the impact. 


At that moment a Chevrolet 
coupe, with the right headlight out 
of position, drove by. Haddad and 
Schaeffer swung around after it. 
When they arrested Horn they 
found the watchman’s flashlight 
lying between the fender and en- 
gine hood of his automobile. 

Lay was about 40 years old. He 
was employed by merchants of the 
vicinity and lived at 3330 Iowa 
avenue. 

Two men, one getting off a Cher- 
okee street car at Twelfth boule- 
vard and Chouteau avenue, and the 
other getting on, were struck by a 
motorist driving south who 
swerved his automobile into the 
safety zone and then sped away. 

Clark Coutois, 1205 Chouteau 
avenue, who was getting off the 
car at the center exit, suffered a 
hip injury. Harry Cruncleton,: who 
was getting on the car at the front 
entrance, suffered a skull injury. 
Both men, who were taken to City 
Hospital, were knocked against the 
side of the car by the automobile.

Soviets Levy 


on Peasants 


For Share of Their Meats 


Next 15 


Moscow, Facing Shortage, Orders Producers 
to Deliver Up Specified Quantities for 


Months. 


By the Associated Press. 
MOSCOW, Sept. 24.—As a re- 


sult of the shortage in meat the 
Government issued an edict today 
under which supplies will be col- 
lected from the whole peasantry 
under a system like taxation. 

For 15 months every peasant 
family must deliver to the Gov- 
ernment at fixed prices a certain 
percentage of the meat produced. 

The ‘decree, signed by Joseph 
Stalin, head of the Communist 


party, and V. M. Molotov, president 
of the Council of Peoples Commis- 
sars, fixes a fine amounting to the 
market price of the undelivered 
meat for failure to obey. 

The order was intended to pre- 
vent peasants from taking advan- 
tage of a recent decree permitting 
them to sell their surplus produc- 
tion in private markets. Its aim 
was to make it impossible for them 
to dispose of more than they should 
at the expense of their Govern- 
ment contracts. 

The Government also canceled 
the July regulation which released 
all peasants within 50 kilometers 
(27 miles) of Moscow from the ob- 
ligation of delivering their products 
to the Government and permitted 
them to sell in private markets, the 
reason being the enormous increase 
in speculation by illegal middlemen, 

The new meat decree, which ap- 
plies to the period from Oct. 1, 


1932. to Jan. 1, 1934, provides that 
each individual peasant family 
must sell to the Government 40 to 
50 kilograms (88 to 110 pounds) 
of meat, depending on the region, 
during the 15 months. 

Each collective farm family must 
sell 15 to 82 kilograms (33 to 70 
pounds) and those collective farms 
dealing with livestock must follow 
the following schedule: Dairy 
farms, 66 pounds of meat for every 
cow owned Oct, 1; cattle farms, the 
same standard;* pig farms, - 264 
pounds for each sow; sheep farms, 
22 pounds for each ewe. 

The collection periods are divided 
into five quarters, providing for 
lower amounts at the beginning and 
increasing them each subsequent 
quarter. When peasants are un- 
able to deliver beef, pork or mut- 
ton the decree stipulates that they 
may furnish chickens. 

The decree also increased from 
130,000 to 300,000 tons the meat 
production assigned state farms 
during the 15-month period. 

Another Government decree re- 
fused a petition of certain collec- 
tive farms which had asked the 
Government to supply seed grain 
for next spring. The decree neld 
that all collective and individual 
farn. rs were responsible for pro- 
viding their own seed. It was the 
lack of seed this spring, caused by 
the drouth of 1931, that prevented 
the planting of as much acreage in 
1932 as the Government had 
planned. 


TWO SLAIN, OTHERS 
SHUT IN CHURGH FIGHT 


Baby Among Those Wounded, 
Worshipers Stampede at 
Louisiana Revival.

LEESVILLE, La., Sept. 24.—Two 


men were killed, an infant shot 
through the head and an undeter- 
mined number of persons were 
wounded in a fight that broke up 


a revival meeting at a country 
church at. Whiskachitta tonight. 

Lee Johnson and Jesse Perkins, 
38 years old, farmers, were killed 
by a fusillade of 40 or 50 shots 
fired at the church building, offi- 
cers said. The infant son of Jim 
Carroll, a farmer, was shot in the 
head and physicians did not expect 
the child to recover. 

Sheriff D. F. Turner and his 
deputies, who were investigating 
the outbreak, said they learned 
that, while at least 100 persons 
were listening to the sermon of an 
evangelist, shots were fired out- 
side the building.

Police Seek Man Employed by Al- 
lenton (N. J.) Depository 
30 Vedrs.

ALLENTOWN, N. J., Sept. 24.— 
Police broadcast an alarm tonight 
for the arrest of Morgan N. Bucka- 
lew, 47 years old, teller of the 
Farmers’ National Bank in connec- 
tion with an estimated $45,000 
theft in cash and Liberty bonds 
from a safe in the bank's vaults. 

The loss of the money was dis- 
covered this morning. Bank offi-

Gun Battallion, grew up in France. 
'He was decorated for bravery by 
the French Government, became a 
member of four military organiza- 
tions and when the war was over, 
received an honorable discharge 
and a $60 bonus. 

He died two years ago after an 
automobile accident. The body was 
cremated and the ashes placed in 
an urn in Uhrichsville’s Memorial 
Building—the end of Bing, but the 
beginning of Mayor Lytle’s trouble.

Mahatma Growing Weaker, 
Nods Assent to Indian 
Leaders’ Proposal—Next 
Move Up to Premier Mac- 
Donald.

POONA, India, Sept. 24.4-Lying 
on his cot under a mango tree i 
Yeroda jail yard, Mahatma Gandhi 
raised his weak body on his elbows 
today and gave a signal of assent 
to a compromise Indian electoral 
plan designed to put an end to his 


announced “fast unto death.” 

The compromise had been ef- 
fected by leaders of the caste Hin- 
dus and the “untouchables” who 
had been striving for three days to 
reach an agreement acceptable to 
the Mahatma, : 

When Gandhi smiling , weakly, 
signified his approval, he put the 
next move up to the British Govy- 
ernment. The compromise was 
immediately cabled to Prime Min- 
ister Ramsay MacDonald and on 
his decision depends ‘whether the 
nationalist leader will put an end 
to his fast. 

Physicians attending Gandhi to- 
night announced their patient's 
blood pressure had increased, and 
that continued abstention from 
food 48 hours longer might en- 
danger the life of the 62-year-old 
Nationalist. 

Steadily Growing Worse. 

A specialist from Bombay today 
confirmed the opinion of local phy- 
sicians that the Mahatma’s condi- 
tion was steadily growing worse, 
and that his vitality was ebbing 
rapidly, although there was no in- 
dication that the little leader’s lifs 
was in immediate danger. 

Gandhi was so weak toddy that 
after he had nodded approval to 
the agreement reached at Bom- 
bay he was not bothered with the 
detail of watching the formality of 
signatures. 

But his slow nod of assent was 
none the less binding enough to 
put the next move up to the Brit- 
ish Government, and the Indian 
leaders, uneasy as to whether the 
British Prime Minister, Ramsay 
MacDonald, would approve the 
plan soon enough to save the Ma- 
hatma, cabled London for a speedy 
decision. 

Hope For Quick Action. 

Some of these leaders said they 
hoped for action by noon tomor- 
row, the end of Gandili's fifth day 
without food.

YORK, Sept. 24.—Trained 
organizers will be sent through the 
Eastern states next month to spread 
a Republican message that there 
are “unmistakable signs of business 
recovery,” it was announced tonight 
at the party’s Eastern headquarters.

The next 
month is vital because it is prob- 
able that nothing can now interfere 
with, or halt our march back to 
prosperity except a political up- 
heaval. 

“aA change in administration, 
policies and measures will certain- 
ly delay recovery and postpone the 
return to their jobs of many mil- 
lions now out of employment. The 
Democratic platform and the Demo- 
cratic candidates stand for lowered 
tariff duties. Our factory workers 
who are now out of work or On part 
time know that such a program 
will make conditions worse than 
they are, instead of better. Those 
who are interested in holdifig the 
progress we have made, and in go- 

ing forward, will not rock the boat 
at this critical time.” 
Many Rallies Planned. 

Under the plans discussed at the 
conference, at least 12 public ral- 
lies will be held in New Jersey, 10 
in Massachusetts, eight in Pennsyl- 
vania, while the New York sched- 
ule will be determined after the 
State convention.

NEW YORK, Sept. 24.—vVithal- 
bhai J. Patel, envoy of Mahatma 
Gandhi's Indian Nationalists, ap- 

to the United States to- 
night to place India’s ie gg in 
the fore of future economic dis- 
cussions, especially the forthcom- 
ing economic conference. 
The president of the Indian Leg- 
islative Assembly and former Lord 
Mayor of Bombay, who arrived by 
steamer today, based a radio ap-- 
peal, according to the text given 
out by the India National Congrass 
of America, on the charge that “in- 
directly the whole world suffers 
from the curses of imperialism.” 
Imperialism, he said, “‘is the dis- 
ease whose poison is spreading 
through the whole world. It is the 
cause of the world depression.” 
Patel pointed to the Ottawa Con- 
ference, which he said was “really 
the meeting of a war council, plan- 
ning ruthless economic war.” 
“Outwardly the conference pro- 
ferred to be furthering a new ethi- 
cal adjustment of ‘empire relation- 
ships,” he continued. “Its pure 
purpose was far different. First, 
it aimed at tightening the grip of 
exploitation on India. It was to 
strangle the anti-British trade 
movement there. And secondly, it 
was aimed against the United 
States, more than against any other 
non-British country.” 
Patel said that an independent 
India would increase by ten ‘times 
its present trade with this country, 
which he placed at more than $55,- 
000,000 for 1929. 
“High tariffs do not frighten us,” 
he declared. “You need no proof, 
for prison and guns have not 
frightened us. 
tawa duties we are willing 
eager to trade with you. 
“But because we are not a free 
nation we cannot take the initia- 
tive. 
“We cannot break through the 
wall built around our freedom. 
All the ships, banks, trade agencies 
and insurance offices are British, 
and we cannot have the freedom 
of trade as we desire.

District Attorney, Postal, 
Revenue and Other Bu-

CHICAGO, Sept. 24.—Satisfied 
by a preliminary glance that the 
collapse of the Insull Investment 
Trust compatiieés warranted an in- 
vestigation, United States» District 
Attorney Dwight H. Green — today 
ordered the Government’s forces 
of inquiry to assemble next week 
and plunge.into the task. 

The District Atiorney summonet 
as a board of strategy the séveral 
chiefs of investigative bureaus to 
determine “whether any statutes of 
the United States have been vio- 
lated” in the Insull financing, 

The State has already begun its 

n inquiry, and hearings by a 

ited States Senate Committee 
were promised by Senator Peter 
Norbeck, who announced that the 
Banking Committee, of which he 
is chairman, would seek evidences 
of misrepresentations in the sales 
of Insull stock. 

U. S. Attorney’s Statement. 

Green issued the following stato- 
ment: 

“T have made a preliminary 
study of the Insull matters and am 
convinced they warrant a. thor- 
ough investigation by the United 
States Attorney’s office with a view 
to determining whether any stat- 
utes of the United States have been 
violated. 

“In order to complete this inves- 
tigation as quickly as possible, -I 
have called a meeting of the 
chiefs of several investigative 
branches of the Government to 
meet with me to decide what steps 
should be taken by each depart- 
ment.” 

One phase of the several investi. 
gations is expected to focus on the 
Insull accounting systems. 

Auditors, rendering their prelim- 
inary accounting of Middle West 
Utility Co., had asserted that re- 
ports of earnings were inflated by 
addition of stock dividends and 
“profits from the sale of securi- 
ties” which were, in fact, not prof- 
its at all but exchanges with sub- 
sidiaries. A proper system of ac- 
counting would have shown, the 
auditors said, an actual loss from 
operations, 

Middle West, however, has a 
hope of salvage through reorgan- 
ization. It was not thrown into 
bankruptcy when that action was 
taken yesterday against two in- 
vestment concerns, Insull Utility 
Investments, Inc., and Corporation 
Securities Co.

U. S. Appellate Court Up- 
holds Decision Favoring 
Andrew F. Howe Over 
Commonwealth Co. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 24.—The Unit- 
ed States Court of Appeals has 
upheld a decision by Federal Judge 
Louis FitzHenry granting Andrew 


F,. Howe, University City, Mo., in- 
ventor, an accounting from the 
Commonwealth Steel Co., for the 
use of his steel mold and sand 
mill patents. 

The decision, now affirmed, held 
that Howe's patents were ‘mainly 
responsible for the rise of the com- 
pany from a small concern to one 
that was sold three years ago to 
the General Steel Castings Co. for 
about $35,000,000. 

Howe contended that the com- 
pany and its officers, including the 
late Clarence H. Howard, its presi- 
dent, induced him to assign two 
patents to the company without 
“any consideration.’ Attorneys 
for the company endeavored unsuc- 
cessfully to establish that his pat- 
ents belonged automatically to the 
company because he was an em- 
ploye.of the concern at the time 
he developed them. 

Action of the Appellate Court in 
sustaining the ruling requiring an 
accounting. refers the case auto- 
matically to a Master-in-Chancery 
who will endeavor to ascertain the 
actual value to the firm of the de- 
vices patented ty Howe. The in- 
ventor’s attorneys estimated it to 
be at least $1,000.000. The referee 
was appointed when Judge Fitz- 
Henry gave his decision at Spring- 
field, Lil., Sept. 12, 1930, but could 
not assume his duties pending the 
outcome of the appeal filed by at- 
torneys for the company.

“I think we 
will get more concessions if Hoo- 
ver is elected and Thomas polis a 


big vote, than if Roosevelt wins). 


and Thomas gets a small vote.” 

“Roosevelt is about 2 per cent 
better than Hoover, but Thomas is 
50 per cent better than either of 
them.” 

Hopes for Big Socialist Vote. 

“It will be a great victory if the 
Hocialists break all records by pol- 
ing 1,000,000 votes, but I really 
look for more than 2,000,000.” 

“There is no chance that the 
Democratic or Republican party 
will become the Liberal party of 
the future. 

“For the purposes of this cam- 
paign, there is only one party Lib- 
erals can support, the Socialist 
party, but after the election there 
is a great possibility of a new 
group, a Farm-Labor party, com- 
ing into being. 

“The Socialists may be this par- 
ty themselves, but I doubt it. If 
not, they will be a strong wing in 
the new group. They will galvanize 
the rest to action and keep the 
party honest. 

“There are three reasons why 
the Socialist party may not be this 
new force. First, there is a preju- 
dice against the word Socialist. Sec- 
ond, the encyclicals of Pope Leo 
XIII and Pope Pius IX make it 
difficult for Catholics to support 
the Socialist party while it. retains 
that name. Third, Socialism has a 
record of apparent failures in oth- 


er countries and people are tired of} 


tying up with a party credited with 
failures. 
“Must Smash Democratic Party.” 

“We must smash the Democratic 
party before we can get a liberal 
lineup. 

“We need one conservative party. 
The Republicans, naturally, are it. 
We don’t need another. The  ex- 
istence of the Democratic party 
prevents clear issues. The way to 
force a coalition of the two old 
parties is to smash the Democratic 
party and bring about an amal- 
gamation. 

“When that happens there will be 
a good chance for us to draw such 
good men as Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
Democratic Governor of New York. 
and Gifford Pinchot, Republican 
Governor of Pennsylvania. 

“Intellectually I am fond of both 
Roosevelt and Pinchot, but they 
are in parties where they haven't 
any support for their liberal ideas, 
and they get driven into all sorts 
of practical alliances. Men like 
that won’t be caught in the amal- 
gamation.” 

He said a big Thomas vote would 
“consolidate sentiment for a third 
party and throw fear into the old 
parties so we can get come con- 
cessions after election.”

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A record registration of voters is 
expected in St. Louis this week, in 
preparation for the presidential and 
general, election of Nov. 8. The 
quadrennial registration, forming 
the basis of the electoral lisis fer 
the next four years, will be con- 
ducted tomorrow, Tuesday, 
Wednesday and Thursday. 

Polling places in 669 precincts 
will be open from 8 a. m. to 9 p. m." 


On each of these days. There is 


one other precinct officially estab- 
lished but inactive. All persons Je- 
siring to vote nereafter must reg- 
ister this week, as the old lists bave 
been discarded. 

Those who are enrolled this week 
will not have to register again until 
1936, but any who move within the 
city must be transferred on the poll 
books before. voting. 

A registration of about 400,000 is 
anticipated by Miss Emma J. Bobb, 
chairman. of the Election Board. 
The previous record registration 
was four. years/ago, when 362,715 
persons were eligible to cast ballots 
in the Hoover-Smith contest, and 
93 per cent of them did vote. In- 
terest in the” Roosevelt-Hoover 
fight and in the economic and pro- 
hibition issues of the day are ‘the 
reasons for the expectation of a 
new record. Sdéme informed ob- 


servers think $8 per cent of tnose: 


who register this week may vote 
on Nov. 8 

The registration for the prir:ary 
of last Aug. 2 was 321,429 and the 
vote was 63 per cent of this figure. 
The largest registrations and votes 
always are for presidential clec- 
tions. 

No difficulty in handling the 
heavy registration this week or the 
vote in November is anticipated by’ 
Miss Bobb. 

Revision of Precincts. 

Virtually all the precinct boun- 
daries in the city have been re- 
vised since the primary’ election, 
to equalize the voting populations. 
The number of precincts in several 
growing wards has been enlarged, 
while the number in downtown 
wards, where population has dwin- 
dled, has been decreased. The only 
precincts whose boundaries were 
not changed are a few which c«un- 
not be altered without upsecting 


'the State senatorial and Justice of 


the Peace districts fixed by law. 
A map showing the new precinct 


'boundaries was published in yes- 


terday’s Post-Dispatch. A list of 
the precinct polling places was 
published as an Election Board ad- 
vertisement in newspapers on Sept. 
16. Persons desiring to learn the 
designation of their precincts and 
of polling places may telephone the 
Election Board—MAin 5560 (City 


|Hall exchange) or CHestnut 6515. 


—or the League of Women Voters 
—ROsedale 3737 or ROsedale 1800. 

The one inactive precinct is the 
fourth precinct of the Sixth Ward, 
bounded by Twelfth boulevard and 
Market, Pine and Fourteenth 
streets. It is in the site cleared 
for Memorial Plaza, but cannot Lie 
eliminated because it is the only 
precinct in the Sixth Ward which 
is part of the Fifth Justice of tho 
Peace District. 

Those eligible to register are 
citizens, men or women, who are 
more than 21 years old, or will be 
21 by Nov. 8; amd who have no 
special disqualification. They must 
have resided in St. Louis for at 
least’ 60 days and in Missouri for 
at least one year before Nov. 8. 

Judges Pass on Status. 

Anyone applying for registration 
must be fegistered, but the precinct 
judges will mark “disqualified” on 
the“books after the name of any 
not qualified. Those who are dis- 
qualified include foreigners who 
have obtained only. “declaration” 
or first papers of citizenship: per- 
sons képt in any poorhouse at pub- 
lic expense, insane persons, per- 
sons’ confined in prisons, persons 
convicted of various serious crimes, 
unless they were less than 20 when 
convicted or unless pardoned by 
the Gevernor. There are certain 
additional provisions as to the 
right{ to vote of those who have 
been gonvicted of crime, and there 
are varying rules as to the status 
of women in connection with the 
citizenship laws. 

Naturalized citizens must insist 
that precinct judges register them, 
even ff they fail to exhibit all re- 
quired papers. The Election Board 
cannot register them. They may 


‘make affidavit, if papers are lack- 


ing, and then mgy complete their 
registration by showing the papers 
at the board’s office up to Nov. ?. 
The office is at 208 South Twelfth 
street. - 

Persons who change their resi- 
dence after registering may apply 
at the board's office up to Oc*. 29 
to be transferred on the books. Any 
who move after that date may vote 
at the precincts in which they reg- 


:| istered. 


Absentee Registration. 

In case of illness or absence from 
the city during the registration 
period, voters may obtain registra- 
tién by filing proper affidavits at 
the board’s office between Sept. 
30 and Oct. 25. An absentee must 
send his own affidavit an& support- 
ing affidavits by two’ registered 
voters of his precinct. An invalid 
must send his affidavit and that 
of his physitian- Persons seeking 
registration” as invalids or absen- 
tees must, after the affi-| 
davita, appear before the board in 
person on Oct. 31, Nov. 1 or Nov. 2.

A rule requires applicants for 
registration to “state, as nearly as 
they can, their ‘exact age.” This 
permits women—or men—who are 
sensitive about their age to give 
approximations. The age record 
is required for identification. 

The only precinct officials on 
duty for registration will -be the 
two Democratic and two Repub- 
lican judges. The precinct cle.k of 
each party will take part in the 
subsequent canvass on Sept. 30 and 
Oct. 1. The clerks will not aid in 
the registration, as an economy 
measure. sep 

The registration will egst the 
city about $97,660. This includes 
$64,224 for the pay of the 2676 
judges, at $6 a day each; $13,380 
for rental of the polling places, at 
$5 a day each; $16,056 for tlhe pay 
of the clerks for two days in the 
subsequent canvass of registrants, 
at $6 a day each, and about $4000 
for thiscellaneous expenses. There 
is a comparatively small amount, 
in addition, for registration and 
canvass books which will:be used 
for the next four years. ‘ 

Agencies Aid Enrollment. 

‘The Republican and Democratic 
city committees, the League of 
Women Voters, the young men's di- 
vision of the Chamber. of Com- 
merce, The Public, Inc., and busi- 
ness houses are among the agen- 
cies seeking to bring out a large 
registration. Miss Bobb declared 
the Public Service Co. was re- 
quiring all its employes to reg- 
ister and that she understood that 
some other concerns had issued 
similar orders. The League of 
Women Voters will have a bill- 
board at the southwest corner of

Dr. Ray Hall, Discharged in 
Row With Grosvenor 
Jones, Criticises Com- 
merce Department.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—Sup- 
pression and distortion of facts in 
an important economic publication 
of the Commerce Department was, 
charred today for a second time 
by Dr. Ray O. Hall, an economist, 
whose discharge bv the department 
a year ago caused a tempest in 
statistical circles, 

Dr. Hall made public a letter 
written by him to _ Secretary 
Chapin, and an accompanying 
critique of “The Balance of Inter- 
national Payments of the United 
States for 1931,” the latest edition 
of the publication which figured in 
his dismissal and an ensuing in- 
vestigation’ by the American Eco- 


nomic Association. 
“The critique adduces evidence 


fact in the interest of political ex- 
pedency—for which your depart- 
ment became so notorious under 
ex-Secretary Hoover and Dr. Julius 
Klein,”” he wrote the Secretary.

“Aristocratic Organization.” 

It would seem, then, to be plain

“It is annoying to see the de- 
generation suffered in ordinary 
speech by a word so inspiring as 
‘nobility." For, by coming to 
mean for many people hereditary 
‘noble blood,’ it is changed into 
something similar to common 
rights, into a static, passive quali- 
ty which is received and trans- 
mitted like something inert. But 
the strict sense, the etymon, of 
the word ‘nobility’ is essentially 
dynamic. Noble means the ‘well 
known,’ that is, known by every- 
one, famous, he who has made 
himself known by excelling the 
anonymous mass. It implies an 
unusual effort as the cause of his 
fame. Noble, then, is equivalent 
to effortful, excellent. ... 

** “Nobility’ does not appear as a 
formal expression until the Ro- 
man Empire, and then precisely in 
opposition to the hereditary no- 
bles, then in decadence. — 

“For me, then, nobility is 
synonymous with a life of effort, 
ever set on excelling one’s self, in 
passing beyond what. one is to 
what one sets up as a duty and an 
obligation. In this way the noble 
life stands opposed to the com- 
mon or inert life, which reclines 
statically upon itself, condemned 
to perpetual immobility, unless an 
external force compels it to come 
out of itself.

Fault of the World. 


We begin to see now the drift 
of Ortega’s argument: that the 
fundamental trouble with the 
world today is not that hereditary 
nobles have been displaced, but 
that the world is being ruled by 
a “mass mind” whose predomi- 
nating quality is a complacent 
inertia. This rule prevails not 
only in politics but in all the de- 
partments of life.

W. Jett Lauck, Noted. Economist, Holds Government Must Regulate Prices and 
Hours of Labor, if Country Is to Survive the Depression. ‘

4 BANDONMENT of individualism in busi- 
Ae fundamental in the ordinary con- 
ception of democracy in government, was 
advocated by W. Jett Lauck, president of the 
Bureau of Applied Economics of Washington, 
in a recent address before the National Citi- 
zens’ League for Economic Recovery in New 
York City. 

In the place of the liberty of individuals and 
corporations to engage in business and enter 
into free competition, the latter right guarded 
by anti-trust laws, Lauck suggested a series 


industrial enterprises, assign quotas of pro- 
duction, fix prices and hours of work and su- 
pervise wage arrangements. 

He did not discuss the obvious constitu- 
tional barriers standing in the way of enact- 
ment of so radical a proposal into law. He 
described the plan of stabilization of prices 
and production under Federal control as the 
“only practical method for economic recovery 
which can now be adopted,” and justified it 
on the ground that under changed conditions 
in the United States the individual worker is 
helpless to improve his own economic status. 
He cited the transition of thé country from a 
predominantly agricultural nation to one in 
which industry leads, with free or cheap lands 
no longer available to the man who has no 
other place to turn for a livelihood. 


Tracing the Depression. 

The goal sought, as set forth in Lautk’s 
address, is shorter hours and higher wages for 
labor in order to maintain a balance between 
production and purchasing power. To the un- 
balancing of these factors he attributes the 
depression, which he thinks would not have 
occurred had labor received its due propor- 
tion of the increasing profits of industry. 

The plan could be successful, he thought, 
only if applied nationally and under Federal 
supervision, conditions which he said were 
contemplated in the proposal for stabilization 
of employment made by President Gerard 
Swope of the General Electric Co. 

Lauck asserted that rapid recovery from 
the depression was necessary to avoid still 
greater calamity. As background for the plan 
he believes will accomplish the reviva] he 
presented a searching analysis of causes lead- 
ing up to the present situation which he be- 
lieves ‘‘marks our transition to a new eco- 


nomic epoch.” 
New Order in Business. 
Stating his view that our position is more 


favorable for overcoming the depression than 
that of other nations because we normally

“Tt will be recalled that in 1923, following 
the 1920-1921 depression, a bold change was 
made in our industrial and commercial poli- 
cies. The leaders of the new order advocated 
the elimination of waste from industry, the 
standardization of output, the increased use of 
labor-saving machines to expand mass produc- 
tion methods and to reduce unit costs of pro- 
duction. , 

“As a result of this new program it was 
claimed during the period of 1923 to 1929 
that wages and salary rates might be inde- 
terminately increased, greater purchasing 
power and higher standards of living devel- 
oped, and, simultaneously, prices to consum-. 
ers reduced and generous margins of profits 
maintained, 


Where the Trouble Lay. 


“All would have been well had the prac- 
tices of our business life been made to con- 
form to these widely proclaimed principles. 
But the hope of a new economic era in which 
the volume of capital gains would be wun- 
paralleled, and the welfare of humanity 
would attain to unprecedented heights, was. 
destroyed through a short-sighted desire for 
immediate profits. 

“First, prices were reduced, but not to the 
extent which might have been done. 

“Second, wages and salaries were not ad- 
vanced commensurately with lower costs an¢ 
increased productive efficiency. 

“Third, hours of work were not reduced 
sufficiently to absorb those displaced by new 
methods and labor-saving machinery.

Wages 
and prices, however, should not have been 
deflated, because they had never been in- 
flated. \As a matter of fact; wage and salary 
advances from 1923 to 1929 had averaged 
only 6 per cent.

It is fair to recognize that Ger- 
many has only confirmed the po- 
sition she had taken in regard to 
disarmament, but it is none the 
less certain that she has not 
known how to go about her in- 
sistence, and that she has merely 
succeeded in alienating interna- 
tional opinion instead of conciliat- 
ing it. 

It is always to be regretted that 
Generals should indulge in decla- 
rations to the press. Experience 
has shown that the army should 
remain silent and that Generals 
should not turn journalists.

What Foreign Minister von Neu- 
rath presented with acceptable 
diplomacy, the General has blud- 
geoned in a really brutal manner.

A Dangerous Attitude.

Roosevelt’s Appeal to the Farmer. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE Demodratic candidate for Presi- 

dent is out to establish a new record 
for human endeavor. He is going to as- 
sist the movement of population. He in- 
tends to embark the Government on @ 
crusade to foster the “readjustment of 
the distribution of population in general.” 
This is another way of saying, “I favor 
governmental interference with natural 
economic laws,” as if we don’t have 
enough of this already. 

He further states that he wants the 
Federal Government to eliminate from 
actual farming marginal lands of cultiva- 
tion, and use such lands for planting of 
trees for lumber and pulp. Of course, it 
only cost New York State $10,000,600, 
and since marginal lands of cultivation 
exist in every state of the Union, what a 
nice sum of money it will take to carry 
out the program. Furthermore, the di- 
rect benefit to agriculture would be ques- 
tionable, since it does not strike at the 
root of the farm problem, which is one 
of surplus and not cost of production. 
While the Governor’s plan may possess 
some merit, the cost is not worth the ex- 
periment, if judged in the light of effect. 

The Governor contends that practically 
nothing has been done toward removing 
the destructive menace of debt from farm 
homes. This statement can be chal- 
lenged. The appropriation of additional 
capital for the Federal Land Bank Sys- 
tem, the allocation of additional funds 
to agricultural credit corporations and 
the conferring of greater privileges of re- 
discount under the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem to intermediate banks have helped 
to alleviate this unfortunate situation: 
Mr. Roosevelt asserts that credit must 
be extended to corporations holding farm 
paper on the express condition that “ev- 
ery reasonable assistance be given to the 
mortgagees where the loans are sound, 
with the purpose of preventing fore- 
clesures.” 

* s *- 

Is the Governor not aware of two facts: 

1. A sound loan offers no problem as 
te foreclosure. 2. Banks, insurance com- 
panies and other corporations holding 
farm mortgages have, ever since the col- 
Japse of values, made extreme sacrifices 
in favor of the mortgagor. Let the Gov- 
ernor work in a financial institution dur- 
ing times such as these and witness the 
indulgence of the institution in the cir- 
cumstances of the mortgagor, who evi- 
dences a willingness to co-operate. 

The Governor accuses the Republican 
party of implicable opposition to any plan 
to raise the price of farm products. De- 
moralization of prices of farm products 
is the result of violation of economic 
laws. Here again Roosevelt's program 
is tantamount to the proposition, “I favor 
governmental interference with natural 
economic laws.” Government attempts 
at priee fixing and price adjustment will 
not work. 

The Governor defines his position as 
favoring a reduced tariff so that the 
farmer’s customers could pay for his sur- 
plus with goods the farmer can use. Does 
the Governor know that by far the great- 
er majority of the purchases of the 
American farmer are made in the domes- 
tic market? As to the increase of the 
farm export market, does the Governor 
think it wise to endeavor to increase our 
10 per cent foreign trade and risk 
jeopardization of our $0 per cent domes- 
tic market? Furthermore, the Gover- 
nor’s tariff proposals are general and 
contain no specific data as to proposed 
changes in our present schedule.

The latest revelation of that category has to do 
with a special privilege for getting richer bestowed 
by the Insull organization on a chosen group. There 
were 205 of those “favored” investors who were per- 
mitted to buy 250,000 shares of Insull Utility Invest- 
ments at $12 a share before the stock had been listed. 
Some weeks later, when the stock was offered to the 
public on the Chicago Stock Exchange, the price was 
$27 a share. The “favored investors,” therefore, 
started off from scratch, so to speak, with, a hand- 
some profit, since the stock for which they had paid 
$3,000,000 was worth, at the market price, $6,375,000 
the morning it first opened its wondering eyes on 
this charming world. - 

Names distinguished in the marts and the arts 
appear among the “favored investors,” but the most 
illustrious is that of Owen D. Young, whose participe- 
tion was reported to be 4000 shares, which would 
have netted him an unearned increment of $60,000. 
Such a sum, manifestly, could mean little to a man 
of Mr. Young’s fortune and earning capacity. It is 
the privilege itself that public opinion is concerned 
with—the permission secretly extended to a selected 
few to buy a security at a bergain price denied the 
investing public. Public opinion has looked with con- 
tempt on the behavior of the recently deposed Mayor 
of New York for receiving handouts from wealthy 
benefactors, yet there was little, if any, moral dif- 
ference, it seems to us, between the action of the 
group that accepted Insull’s potential largess and 
Jimmie Walker’s deportment. 

Then there is the unfairness in this transaction 
to the investing public which provides the capital for 
corporate enterprise. Here is the investing public 
obliged to pay $27 for a stock which “insiders” ob- 
tained for $12. True, the people who bought it for 
$27 saw it advance swiftly and could themselves have 
disposed of it to fine advantage. Even so, the two 
major Insull holding companies, the receivership has 
ascertained, were “wild cat” projects, “insolvent from 
the outset,” according to one judgment. 

Well, where do we go from here? That is the 
question raised by the wretched history of the Insull 
“monstrosity.” Mr. Roosevelt put it squarely up to 
our captains of industry in his Portland speech. As 
regards hydro-electric power, he believes its trans 
mission and distribution should be left to private 
initiative, if possible, but unless private interests can, 
and will, deal honestly with the public, then there 
will be no recourse left but for the Government to 
take over the entire business. |

It may be true Ademses are always with us, but 
there is one member of the distinguished family who 
has been unaccodntably neglected by the historians, 
though he had a profound influence in American 
history. Certainly it is for no dearth of material 
that this is true, for Adams left a diary which, 
after stern abridgment, still comprises 12 bulky 
volumes. Upon browsing through this rich pastur- 
age and discovering that nearly 50 years had elapsed 
since Adams’ biography was last written, it is no 
wonder that Bennett Champ Clark, Democratic can- 
didate for United States Senator from M could 
not resist the temptation to undertake the His 
“John Quincy Adams, ‘Old Man Hloquent,’” just pub- 
lished by Little, Brown & Co., is a scholarly and 
dramatic presentation of the sixth President's dis- 
tinguished career. 

With few interruptions, J. Q. A. was in the public 
service from 1781 when, at the age of 14, he became 
secretary to Francis Dana, accredited but never re- 
ceived as Minister to Russia, until 1848, when he 
died at his desk in the House of Representatives. 
Adams had many unpleasant personal traits and 2 
positive genius for making enemies, but his fiery pa- 
triotism, his intense solicitude for American rights 
in all international disputes and his great devotion 
to duty were qualities sorely needed in the forma- 
tive period of our country. A lone wolf in politics, 
contemptuous of party ties, his election ag President 
was somewhat of a miracle, explained by his foes 
to be the result of a bargain with Henry Clay. The 
bargain, strongly indicated but not conclusively 
proved, caused his defeat by Andrew Jackson after 
he had served one term. : 

Among Adams’ achievements is the acquisition of 
Fiorida from Spain, following Jackson's ruthless in- 
vasion of Florida, in violation, it was contended, of 
international law. Jaekson’s action brought the 
United States to the brink of war with both Spain 
and England, but it was characteristic of Adams 
that, as Secretary of State, he defended Jackson to 
the utmost and refused to be bluffed by foreign dipjo- 
mats. As Monroe’s chief Cabinet officer, Adams 
played a highly important role in the formulation of 
the Monroe Doctrine. Another side of his charac- 
ter was displayed in his fight for the acceptance of 
the Smithson bequest, later embodied in the Smith- 
sonian Institution, though he would have made use 
of the money for astronomical observatories.

A peculiarly aggravated and disgraceful 
instance was the speculative pool in Gillette 
safety razor stock, in which John E. Al- 
dred, chairman of the board of ‘directors, 
and an inside knot of associates took part. 
It is not quite clear who was the chief 
engineer, but the crew has been positively 
identified. Suits for the recovery of large 
sums on behalf of the corporation were 
filed in the Massachusetts courts, and re- 
cently settled by substantial payments on 
the part of the 1930 directors. 

Participants in such pieces of business 
are essentially false to their fiduciary re- 
sponsibility, whether officers employed at 
high salaries, with or without undisclosed 
bonuses—Bethlehem Steel Co. or Electric 
Bond & Share, for example—or directors. 
Their immediate interest is the procurement 
and use of advance information for gam- 
bling purposes. The obloquy is indisputabie.

The brazen appearance before the Senate 
Committee of the president of the American 
International Corporation, or of the notori- 
ous plungers in the motion picture stocks, 
are disgraces to American manhood and 
business. Openly acknowledging director- 
ships sometimes in from 50 te almost 100 
oie . different corporations, they confessed, ap- 
parently without shame, to speculative 
dealings which depended for their profit 
upon the ups and downs of the market. 
And little distinction may be drawn in this 
regard as to whether this market was in 
effect either a free and open one or manip- 
ulated.

‘Simply Drifting Along.” 

“The mass man is he whose life 
lacks any purpose, and simply goes 
drifting along. Consequently, 
though his possibilities and his 
powers be enormous, he constructs 
nothing. And it is this type of 
man who decides in our time.” 

Ortega asks the question: 
“Whence have come all these mul- 
titudes which nowadays fill to 
overflowing the stage of history?” 
and proceeds then to shatter the 
commonly held delusion that the 
population increase in the United 
States during the last century has 
been greater than that in Europe. 
He points out that from the be- 
ginning of European history in the 
sixth century up to 1800, the pop- 
ulation of Europe did not .reach 
higher than 180,000,000, but that 
from 1800 to 1914, or little more 
than a century, the total mounted 
to 460,000,000. 

“J take it,” he comments, “that 
the contrast between these figures 
leaves no doubt as to the prolific 
qualities of the last century. In 
three generations it produces a gi- 
gantic mass of humanity which, 
launched like a torrent over the 
historic area, has inundated it. 
The fact should make us realize 
the triumph of the masses ané all 
that is implied and announced by 
Mises 

“At the same time, this fact 
proves to us how unfounded is our 
admiration when we lay stress on 
the increase of new countries like 
the United States of America. We 
are astonished at this increase. 
which has reached to 100,000,000 
in a century, when the really as- 
tonishing fact is the teeming fer- 
tility of Europe. Here we have an- 
other reason for correcting the de- 
ceptive notion of the Americaniza- 
tion of Europe. Not even that char- 
acteristic which might seem spe- 
cifically American—the rapidity of 
increase in popu n—is pec - 
ly such. ,Europe has in in 
the last century much more than 
America. America has been formed 
from the overflow of Europe.”

He (this mass man) is com- 
pletély satisfied with himeelf. 

“Contrary to what is usually 
thought,” the author interpolates, 
‘it is the man of excellence and 
not the common man who lives in 
essential servitude. Life has no 
savor for him unless he makes it. 
consist in service to something 
transcendental. Hence he does not 
look upon the necessity of serving 
as an oppréssion. When, by chance, 
such necessity is lacking, he grows 
restless and invents some new 
standard, more difficult, more exi- 
gent, with which to coerce himsel<. 
This is life lived as a discipline— 
the noble life.” 

Continuing his indictment of the 
mass man, the author finds him 
lacking in the subtle powers nec- 
essary to preserve our present civ- 
llizgation. “Ill fitted to direct it is 
this average man who has learnei 
to use much of the machinery of 
civilization, but who is character- 
ised by root ignorance Of the very 
principles of that civilization.” 
Feeling the lack of nothing outside 
himself, this mass man “settles 
down definitely ami4 his mental 
furniture.” 

“We find ourselves,” continued 
the author, “met with the same 
difference that eternally exists be- 
tween the fool and the man of 
sense. The latter is constantly 
catching himself within an inch of 
being a fool; hence he makes an 
effort to esccape from the immi- 
nent folly, and in that effort lies 
his intelligence. ‘fhe fool, on the 
other hand, does not suspect him- 
self: he thinks -himself the most 
prudent of men, hence the enviable 
tranquillity with which the fool 
settles down, installs himself in his 
own folly. . . The fool is a fool 
for life; he is devoid of pores. 
This is why Anatole France said 
that the fool is much worse than 
the knave, for the knave does take 
ae rest sometimes, the fool never.”’ 

The mass man “accepts the stock 
of commonplaces, prejudices, fag- 
ends of ideas or simply empty 
words which chance has piled up 
within his mind, and with a bold- 
ness only explicable by his ingenu- 
ousness, is prepared to impose them 


What is that “liberal democracy” 
we encountered in an earlier para- 
graph? 

“The political doctrine which has 
represented the Iloftiest endeavor 
toward common life is liberal dem- 
ocracy,” writes Ortega. “It carries 
to the extreme the determination to 
have consideration for one’s neigh- 
bor and is the prototype of ‘indi- 
rect action.’ Liberalism is that 
principle of political rights accord- 
ing to which the public authority, 
in spite of being all-powerful, limits 
itself and attempts, even at its own 
expense, to leave room in the state 
over which it rules for those to live 
who neither think nor feel as it 
does; that is to say, as do the 
stronger, the majority. 

“TAberalism—it is well to recall 
this today—is the supreme form of 
generosity; it is the right which the 
majority concedes to minorities and 
hence it is the noblest cry that has 
ever resounded in this planet. It 
announces the determination to 
share existence with the enemy; 
more than that, with an enemy 
which is weak. It was incredible 
that the human species should have 
arrived at so noble an attitude, so 
paradoxical, so refined, so acro- 
batic, so anti-natural. Hence it 
is not to be wondered at that this 
same humanity should soon appear 
anxious to get rid of it. It is a dis- 
cipline too difficult and complex to 
take firm root on earth. 

“Share our existence with the 
enemy! Govern with the opposi- 
tion! Is not such a form of tender- 


Ineas beginning to seem incompre- 


hensible? Nothing indicates more 
clearly the characteristics of the 
day than the fact that there are so 
few countries where an opposition 
exists. In almost all, a homogene- 
ous mass weighs on public avthor- 
ity and crushes down, annihilates 
every opposing group. The mass— 
who would credit it as one sees its 
compact, multitudinous appear-

“It is becoming difficult,” he 
writes, “to attract students to the 
laboratory of pure science. And 
this is happening when industry is 
reaching its highest stage of de-

“What is the significance to us 
of so paradoxical a_i situation? 
This essay’is an attempt to prepare 
the answer to that question. The 
meaning is that the type of man 


dominant today is a primite_ one, | 


a Naturmensch rising up in the 
midst of a civilized world. 

“The world is a civilized one, its 
inhabitant is not: he does not see 
the civilization of the world around 
him, but he uses it as if it were 
a natural force. The new man 
wants his motor car, and enjoys it, 
but he believes that it is the spon- 
taneous fruit of an Edenic tree. 
In the depths of his soul he is un- 
aware of the artificial, almost in- 
credible, character of civilization, 
and does not extend his enthusiasm 
for the instruments to the princi- 
ples which make them possible. 

“The actual mass man iz, in fact, 
a primitive who has. slipped 
through the wings on to the age- 
old stage of civilization.” 

“Learned Ignoramus.”’ 

Space limits prevent an excur- 
sion into the by-ways of Prof. Or- 
tega’s discourse. But one of these 
—an essay in itself—should be 
mentioned. It is the chapter called 
“The Barbarism of ‘Specializa- 
tion,” and the thesis is that the 
typical specialist of today, with 
his knowledge of merely “his own 
tiny corner of the universe,” is not 
entitled to the esteem in which he 
holds himself, but is in fact “a 
learned ignoramus.” And this, the 
author says, is “a very serious mat- 
ter, as it implies that he is a per- 
son who is ignorant, not in the 
fashion of the ignorant man, but 
with all the petulance of one who 
is learned in his own specia! line.” 

“These partially qualified men 
+ « « Symbolize, and to a great 
extent constitute, the actual do- 
minion of the m s, and their 
barbarism is the most immediate 
cause of European demoralization. 
Furthermore, they afford the clear- 
est, most striking example of how 
the civilization of the last century, 
abandoned to its own devices, has 
brought about this rebirth of prim- 
itivism and barbarism. 

“The most immediate result of 
this unbalanced specialization has 
been that today, when there are 
more ‘scientists’ than ever, there 
are much less ‘cultured’ men than, 
for example, about 1750.” 

-One other pause before we skip 
to the author’s estimate of the 
Russian experiment. This souve- 
nir must be added to the collec- 
tion: 

“The man who discovers a new 
scientific truth has previously had 
to smash to atoms almost every- 
thing he had learnt, and arrives at 
the new truth with hands blood- 
stained from the slaughter of 2 
thousand platitudes.” 

Views of Russia. 

What of Russia? Ortega gives 
his views on Communism in a 
chapter suggesting that Europe 
shake off the bonds of its nation- 
alism and embark on a great uni- 
fying process—the dream of the 
late Aristide Briand. 

“Only the determination to con- 
struct a great nation from the 
group of peoples of the Continert 
would give new life to the pulses 
of Europe,” he writes. “She would 
start to believe in herself again, 
and automatically to make  de- 
mands on, to discipline, herself. 
But, as has always happened in 
the process of nation-forming, the 
union of Europe is opposed by the 
conservative classes. This may well 
mean destruction for them, for ito 
the general danger of Europe be- 
coming definitely demoralized and 
losing all ite historic strength is 
added another, more concrete and 
more imminent.” 

This is the danger that the “Red 
torrent” will engulf Europe. Orte- 
ga is no friend of Communism. He 
wrote at the time Communism tri- 
umphed in Russia that it was “a 
substance not assimilable by the 
European, a type that has in its 
history thrown all its efforts and 
energies in the scale of individual- 
ism.” He repeats that the creed 
of Russian Communism does not 
appeal to the European, who fails 
to see in it “an increase of human 
happiness.” 

Why then, the “imminent dan- 
ger” that Europe will embrace the 
creed? Ortega explains: : 

“It seems to me quite possible 
that in the next few years Europe 
may grow enthusiastic for Bolshev- 
ism. Not for its own sake, rather 
in spite of what it is. Imagine

BARNEY HAUGHEY DIES AT 73 


DENVER, Colo., Sept. 24.—Bar- 
ney Haughey, 73 years of age, old- 
age pension champion, who seven 
years ago pleaded for “humane ex- 
tinction” to end his sufferings, died 
here yesterday in a hospital charity 
ward. Haughey's piea, coming soon 
after several so-called ‘“‘mercy kill- 
ings,” lifted. him fer a time to na- 
tional attention as his friends de- 
bated the question of his appeal for 
“scientific dispatch of persons suf- 
fering from incurable and torttr- 
ing diseases.’’ 

The charity ward in which the 
one-time brilliant lawyer died is 
the same in which he was fined 
at the time he made hid request 
for “humane extinction.” James 
Eads How, “millionaire hobo,” who 
died in 1930, named Haughey in 
his will as one of the three trus- 
tees of the bulk of How's estate, 
left in trust for the “benefit and 
behoof of the workers of the 
worid.” The bequest was found to 
be invalid under Ohio law, which 
requires that bequests to charity 
must be made at least one year be- 
fore the testaator’s death, whereus 
How’s will, filed in Cincinnai, was 
made a few days before he died,

“It is degrading and unseemly 
that a great State like Missouri 
should become a suppliant for re- 
lief before the nation,” he assert- 
ed in an interview today. 

Burr pointed out that loans 
made to states by the corporation 
bear 3 per cent interest. If not re- 
paid, this money is to be with- 
held from road funds allocated to 
the State beginning with 1985; the 
Federal Government to withhold 
one-fifth each year with accumu- 
jated interest until the amount is 
repaid. 

“We cannot long remain free 
when we bind ourselves to a cen- 
tral Government by accepting 
gifts,” Burr went on. “If all of the 
great industrial cities and the ru- 
ral counties should draw heavily 
upon this fund, which is supposed 
to last for two years, it would 
not last for two months. Then with 
the habit formed, the next session . 
of Congress would be apealed to 
for a still larger appropriation for 
relief.”’ 

Burr said the nation would be 
“sunk” if the Federal Government 
were “put into the business of pay- 
ing for and administering relief. In . 
the last analysis this money can 
come only from taxation of the 
people.” 

“It is incumbent on every mu- 
nicipality and county to care for 
itself,” he said. “The morale of 
the municipality or county that 
receives relief from the outside 
will suffer the same kind of 
breakdown a family does when it 
receives money from local sources.” 

Burr supported his statement 
that “poverty may become «4 
habit” with a case discovered by 
him in which 80 people, relatives 
of a family which started receiv- 
ing relief in 1880 are now on the 
poor-relief list. 

Burr has been granted a4 leave 
of absence until Jan. 1, in order to 
assist the. state in administering 
the Federal funds allotted to Mis- 
souri for unemployment relief, 
President Walter Williams of the 
University of Missouri announced

The time for all American auto- 


mobile records for sustained high 
speed were bettered recently by a 
current mode] Piere-Arrow 12-cyl- 
inder roadster when Ab Jenkins 
Grove 2710 miles around a circular 
course in 24 hours, maintaining an 
average of 112.91 miles an hour. 

Jenkins did not leave his seat in 
‘the car during the entire period, 
His only stops were brief ones for 
refueling. ' 

The run was made on the salt 
beds at Salduro, Utah, 120 miles 
from Salt Lake City, and was spon- 
gored and authenticated by the Salt 
Lake City Chamber of Commerce. 
It bettered the time of all Ameri- 
can land speed records for a hun- 
dred miles or more, including the 
Indianapolis Speedway mark estab- 
lihsed by Fred Frame in this year's 
Memoria! day race. % 

With the exception of racing 
tires, a high compression head, a 
special gear ratio and extra gaso- 
line capacity, the car used by Jen- 
kins was a stock model. The car’s 
fenders were removed and the 
windshield supplanted with a de- 
flector for the protection of the 
driver. 

Jenkins traveled a 10-mile circle. 
The beds which are of solid salt 
four feet thick, and which cover an 
area 10 miles wide and 30 miles 
long, are well adapted for such a 
run. 

Mirages are frequent on the salt 
plains and at times when Jenkins 
was on the far side of the course, 
spectators would enjoy the illusions 
of seeing the car flying high in the 
air, hundreds of feet above the 
horizon. 

Jenkins climbed behind the 
wheel at dawn and.averaged for 
the first 500 miles 115.4 miles an 
hour. The Indianapolis Speedway | 
record for that distance is 104.14 
miles an hour, or 11.25 miles an 
hour under Jenkins’ time. Jen- 
kins continued his terrific pace 
throughout the day. Still in good 
physical condition, Jenkins sig- 
naled his crew to prepare kerosene 
flares to mark the Circle. 

At the time the run started, the 
ear already had traveled 36,000 
miles tn cross-country experimen- 
tal work and was driven from the 
Pierce-Arrow factory at Buffalo to 
Salt Lake City.

A new cycle principle has been 
utilized by Prof. Hamilton John- 
son, head of Louisiana State Uni- 
versity Mechanical Engineering 
School, in the design of an auto- 
mobile engine he says will double 
the miles per gallon of gasoline 
obtained from the present average 


motor. 

His cycle principle, Johnson ex- 
plains, will increase the motor ef- 
ficiency as the speed and power de- 
creases, thus making possible more 
economical operation at speeds up 
to 40 miles an hour. In the con- 
ventional motor; he said, the motor 
efficiency declines as the speed and 
power demand decreases. 

The professor's motor won for 
him a gold medal from the Louis- 
lana Academy of Science, and Dr. 


L. J; Lassalle, dean of the univer- 


sity school of engineering, said 
the Johnson motor has been 
checked by some of the nation’s 
foremost automotive experts. 

The automobile engine now in 
use, Johnson said, has a combus- 
tion space of fixed volume and a 
fixed point of closing the inlet 
valve, and varies the power deliv- 
ered at a given speed by throttling 
the intake passage from the car- 
burator to the cylinder. 

Johnson said that the quantity of 
inert, burned-out gas left in the 
cylinder at the end of the exhaust 
stroke to mix with the fresh 
charge is therefore constant, re- 
gardless of the power being de- 
veloped. Since the quantity of air 
and fuel in this fresh charge is 
much less when operating at a 
fraction of the rated power than 
it is at full capacity, the percentage 
of dilution of the charge with inert 
gas is greatly increased. 

In order to make the final mix- 
ture explosive, Johnson pointed 
out, the proportion of air to fuel 
in the charge sucked into the cyl- 
inder must be reduced until there 
is not enough oxygen present to 
consume completely all the fuel,

Moreover, at 
fractional load ratings, he said, due 
to decrease in the volume of the 
combustion space, the expansion 
ratio is increased, which increases 
the thermal efficiency above that 
at full speed. 

“The net result,” he asserted, “is 
that at one-quarter full load, cor- 
responding to a speed of 30 miles 
an hour on level road, the L. 8. U. 
cycle is estimated to give a little 
more than twice the mileage per 
gallon of gasoline to be obtained 
from an engine of the present type, 
and at 50 miles per hour, just a 
little less than twice the mileage.”

St. Louis Gold Star Mother, 
Back From France, Tells 
of Experiences. 


The battlefields of France, with 
their useless rifles and cannon still 
unremoved, with tranches still uns 
filled, are greater monuments than 
any of the marble shrines and 
temples erected by the Governe 
ments, in the opinion of Mrs. J. P, 
Gorman, 3216A Greer avenue, whe 
returned last week from a Gold 
Star Mothers’ pilgrimage to the 
war cemeteries of France. 

Mrs. Gorman was the only S&t. 
Louis woman in the party, which 
included 94 other Gold Star Mothe 
ers from the United States and its 
possessions. The entire trip was 
financed by the Government under 
an act passed in March, 1929, and 
it was the last of these journeys toe 
be made under that provision. 

“As long as the parts of the bat- 
tlefields remain unreclaimed, they 
will stand out as the réalistic re- 
minders of war,” said Mrs. Gore 
man. “and therefore as the great- 
est reminders against it. And that 
is what war monuments should be. 
‘“The cemeteries are too beautiful 
to provoke grief. They are expres- 
sions of the peace which follows 
war. They quiet the intense emo- 
tions which the battle grounds exe 
cite.” 

The grave which Mrs. Gorman 
went over to visit was that of her 
step-son, John C. Gorman, «4 
Sergeant in the 128th Field Artil- 
lery, 35th Division, who died of 
pneumonia on Feb. 17, 1919, at 
Brest, three months after the arm- 
istice. He is buried at St. Mihiel, 
to which Mrs. Gorman made three 
visits; together with 15 other wome- 
en in the group whose sons are 
buried there. The large party is 
divided into small groups according 
to which cemetery each woman vis- 
its, but headquarters for all are in 
Verdun. 

The Gold Star Mothers receive 
many mementoes on their trip; 
American flags on sailing from 
New York, earth from French bat- 
tlefields, wrapped in a French flag 
and presented by La Bienvenue 
Francaise. Mrs. Gorman also ob-«- 
tained a specal souvenir, a gavel 
from wood in the Argonne forest, 
which is to be presented to Mra, 
Frank de Garmo of Corpus Christi, 
Tex., and formerly of St. Louis, 
founder of the Gold Star Courts of 
Honor.

Scholarship, funds made availabie 
by individuals or organizations are 
enabling about 100 boys and girls 
of scholastic promise, known to 
agencies of the St. Louis Com- 
munity Council to stay in school 
despite adverse economic condi- 
tions 

“What an opportunity philan- 
thropists, clubs and organizations 
have for building happy, capable 
citizens, by making it possible for 
every child who can profit by edu- 
cation to remain in school,” com- 
mented Miss Alma Fietcher, of the 
division of vocational counseling 
of the Board of Education, in.a re- 
cent report on scholarships. The 
division of vocational counseling 
administers scholarships for several] 
organizations and individuals. 

“Many children of marked abil- 
ity have been forced to leave school 
for lack of lunch, carfare and 
clothing,” according to Miss 
Fletcher's report, which also shows 
that the average cost of enabling a 


.. student to remain in high school 


through a scholarship is only $3 
a week. 

The number of scholarships 
available is far inadequate to meet 
the needs, according to school offi- 
cers and social—workers. Among 
the many for whom Miss Fletcher 
is seeking scholarships is a 12- 
year-old boy, ready to enter high 
school. His mother, a widow. for 
11 years, has kept him in schgol 


+ but is now unemployed. “The boy 


passed a mental test with a score 
of 140 (the average is 100). An- 
other brilliant student, for whom 
the bureau of vocational counsel- 
ing seeks a scholarship, is a 14- 
year-old high school boy, so long 
undernourished on account of his 
father’s unemployment that . his 
body twitched when he visited the 
office. Pride had kept the family 
from asking for relief. 
Groups That Are Aiding. 

Organizations granting scholar- 
ships include the Rotary Club, 
West St. Louis Kewanis Club, Busi- 
ness and Professional . Women’s 
Club, Parent-Teacher Scholarship 
Foundation, the Zonta Club, the 
junior auxiliary of the Girls’ Pro- 
tective Department of the Board of 
Religious Organizations and me- 
morial funds, such as the Rosalie 
Tilles Fund. In addition, several 
high schools have funds made 
available by alumni or-mother’s or 
patrons’ clubs and several private 
persons support one or more schol- 
arships. The Rotary Club, with 31 
scholarships, supports the largest 
number. 

The St. Louis Jewish Scholarship 
Foundation is donating for scholar- 
ship purposes the money usually 
spent on floral offerings for the 
dead. The “‘tribute fund” of the 
foundation is enabling 32 students 
to attend university or business col- 
lege with tuition paid. 

Many families, which in 1929 did 
not dream they would ever be in 
distress, are now under care of 
social agencies. In many of these 
“white collar” and professional 
families in which edtication has 
been a long tradition, the blow of 
seeing the children leave high 
school or college falls particularly 
hard, the Community Council re- 
ports. 

The Children’s Aid Society has 
under care a 15-year-old boy of 
marked mechanical ability who, 
after many years of struggle, has 
overcome the handicap of a tuber- 
cular knee and is ambitious to en- 
ter trade school, 

In ote family under care of the 
Provident Association a scholarship 
is making it possible for a girl of 
17 to attend Harris Teachers’ Col- 
lege. Her grades are high and she 
looks forward to becoming a teach- 
er, aS have many of her relatives. 
A boy of 18, whose father is un- 
employed, is taking a Yotational 
course in radio mechanics, A 16- 
year-old girl, whose father ts total- 
ty disabled, is taking a high schoo! 
business course. Another girl of 
the same age, with a record of -all 
A’s, is attending both day and night 
school to take the fullest advantage 
of her opportunity. 


Aid by Big Brothers. 

The Big Brother organization 
gave out 10 scholarships this year, 
three paid for by the Rotary Club 
and seven from the Blanche. Bord- 
ley estate. Most of the benefici- 
aries are fatherless boys who could 
not otherwise attend high school. 

Thirty-nine boys and girls under 
care of the Children’s Aid Society 
are being helped by other organi- 
zations or individuals to stay in 
school. One, now « nusky 17-yeur- 
old high school senior, came to the 
organization underweight from 14 
home broken by tuberculosis. A 
15-year-old girl, abandoned by her 
parents three years ago, and tos 
frightened at that time even to 
speak, has developed into a “‘tom- 
boy” and takes a keen interest in 
amateur dramatics, She will enter 
vocational school next year if # 
scholarship can bé obtained.

Allen Has Fine Record. 


Next to Ruffing, Allen has 
stopped the enemy with the fewest 
runs, among the Yankee twirlers. 
Allen’s mark is 4.14. That for 
Pipgras is 4.95. The figure for all 
the others on the staff of the 
American League titleholders is 

above the five runs a game figure. 

As a staff, the Cub flingers in 
1284 innings have allowed 570 runs, 
while those of the Yankees have 
permitted 748 in 1551 frames. 

The Bruin hill men have had 
just as much experience as those 
of the Yankees, since Bush, Root, 
Malone and Grimes of the National 
Leaguers have been in a world se- 
ries. -Not one of McCarthy's aces, 
Ruffing, Gomez or Allen, has been 
in a championship struggle. Pip- 
gras, Pennock and Moore are the 
only ones who have been in a fall 
classic. Thus it appears that if 
there is any edge in experience, it 
goes to the National Leaguers. 
Warneke’s work will be watched

As regards the infields. Each 
team will show an inexperienced 
man in an important position.

This pair 
still ranks with the best in the 
majors in run production. The 
Yanks have scored 958 runs this 
season. Ruth and Gehrig have 
scored 247 and driven in a total 
of 281, a total of 528. However, 
from this total must be deducted 
72 home runs, which figure as both 
runs scored and runs batted in. 
Thus they have accounted for 456, 
or 47 per cent of the tallies scored 
by the New York club this year. 
The Cubs have no pair to match 
against Ruth and Gehrig. 

Only one Cub player has scored 
100 runs. This athlete is Herman, 
with a total of 105. Not one has 
driven in 100. In addition to Ruth 
and Gehrig, Combs has scored 138 
runs, while Lazzeri, in addition to 
Ruth and Gehrig, has batted in 
more than 100 markers.

HE marlin swordfish, weighing 
‘rom 100 to some 400 pounds, 
is the greatest fighter of all the 
salt water fish. When hooked 
ne will invariably run a thousand 
‘eet, leaping clear out of the water 
to fifty times in an effort to throw 

break the line. To accomplish this, 
whole weight and strength against the 
line at an approximate 
speed of thirty miles an 
hour. He frequently turns 
a somersault, both in the air 
and in the water to bring his 
rough sandpaper sword down on 
the steel leader to literally saw it in 
two. He is instinctively up to every 
trick a fish can play to save his 
life and he never quits until prac- 
tically dead. He is to a certain extent 
unconscious when brought to gaff, but 
only after the ingenuity and skill of man 
has been taxed to the limit.

it down. The marlin has no teeth. He absorbs his food through! grinders, located in the 
throat. He kills his food first.° When the marlin delivers his sword stroke, the trolling bait 
must instantly and exactly simulate the natural action of a small fish stunned or killed by the 
blow. Your bait must, within the fraction of a second, play “dead dog.” On the instant 
the reel must be released and the line stripped. Several secunds later is too late. In that 
short time Mr. Marlin is on to the situation and off he goes. 

So delicate and gentle is the sword strike of the marlin that about seven out of ten strikes 
are passed up by the inexperienced fisherman, as a bit of sea weed or the back lash of a wave. 
only to discover eventually the tell-tale marks of the marlin strike on the bait. It requires 
eternal vigilance and hours and even days of patience to successfully hunt the marlin. 

Equally vital is the time factor in hooking the fish precisely at the right moment. After the 
sword strike Mr. Marlin may still be in doubt or suspicious. The tifne factors I have had to 

use ON various marlins range from ten to ninety seconds. A wait of forty seconds seems 
He is inclined to reel in, just a: few inches, to see if the 
marlin is still on. One false move and the fish is gone. “That's just too bad,’ as 
Sandy Sanborn would say, when this impatience lost me my first fish. The time to 
strike the fish is when he himself tightens the line and the reel starts to click. 

Then comes the thrill of a lifetime as one feels that resisting force of the line gradually 
gaining a lightning speed to almost burn out the drag now set on the reel. 

One characteristic of the marlin when hooked is to run @ thousand fcet--more or 
less--and in one final leap to dance on his tail for several. hundred feet (he is almost 
entirely out of the water.) At this crucial moment it depends upon the experience and 
ability of the fisherman to change the course of the fish from a straightaway to the

CHICAGO. 

"LL talk with indict- 
ments and ver- 
dicts.” That was 
what United States 
District Attorney 
George E. Q. John- 
son used to tell 
reporters during 
the long, difficult, 
dangerous’ investi- 
gation that led up to the conviction 
and imprisonment of Al Capone and 
his gang for evading their income tax 
payments. 

Indictments and verdicts. And he 
got them. Now Johnson has been 
named by President Hoover to be 
Federal District Judge for Northern 
Illinois, a recess appointment that will 
in all probability be confirmed by the 
Senate next winter. 

“If I had to go through what I 
have been through in the past four 
years,’ District Attorney Johnson told 
this writer. ‘I am not sure, know- 
ing what I do know, that I could 
face it.”’ 

Johnson is a modest man. He is 
anxious that those who played leading 
parts in the fight against Capone shall 
receive full credit for what they did. 
That is not yet entirely possible. Be- 
fore the contribution of a certain indi- 
vidual can be made known several men 
must die. Johnson is specific about 
that point and he will not amplify it. 


to reveal for the first time the 

impressive record of one figure 
which can now be made public. Frank 
J. Wilson emerges as the Federal Gov- 
ernment’s ace of aces among detec- 
tives. This indefatigable, tireless in- 
vestigator in the last analysis made 
the case against Capone. To be sure 
he was materially aided by an assist- 
ant, Operative N (whose identity is 
unknown even to a majority of his fel- 
low operatives in the Intelligence Unit 
of the Bureau of Internal Revenue), 
by Johnson, who gave his whole-heart- 
ea co-operation to the case; by Assist- 
ant United States District Attorney 
Dwight H. Green, who has been named 
to succeed Johnson; by Arthur Paul 
Madden, chief of the Chicago division 
of the Intelligence service; by Agents 
Clagett, Westreich, Tessem, Converse, 
Sullivan and Malone and Attorneys 
Clawson and Froelich. But when all 
had been taken into account, it was 
Wilson, this quiet, unassuming, almost 
shy-appearing man of about 40, who 
convicted Capone. 

Wilson has been in the Intelligence 
service scarcely more than 10 years. 
Before that he was in the real estate 
business in Buffalo, his home town. As 
a boy he became intensely fond of 
sailing. With others, he rigged up an 
old catboat and won several regattas. 
He is well educated and a devout 
Catholic. 

Before his entry into the Capone 
case he had investigated tax evasion 
cases which resulted in the Internal 
Revenue Bureau collecting hundreds of 
thousands of dollars for the Govern- 
ment in income tax cases. He has a 
direct, logical mind that enables him 
to go swiftly to the root of complex 
accounting problems. He could walk 
into the offices of a firm suspected of 
cheating on income tax, politely re- 
quest that he and Revenue agents be

An order 

had come from the highest 
authority that the ‘‘big boy’’ 

must be sent to prison. It was a 
matter of common knowledge 

that Capone lived in the most lavish 
style. But as for documentary proof 
to take before a grand jury, the Gov- 
ernment had not a scrap. 

As will be recalled, the Capone con- 
viction was based chiefly on two docu- 
ments, one a check, discovered in a 
Cicero bank, for $2500, made out to 
Jack Guzik and indorsed by Alphonse 
Capone and, secondly, an account book 
from two gambling houses in the 
Capone syndicate, showing profits of 
about $600,000 in 24 months. How 
did Wilson get this evidence? 

In a raid on the ‘“‘Subway”’ gambling 


house in Cicero, the town that belonged’ 


to Capone, there was found, among 
other documents in a safe, what 
appeared to be an account book. It 
was taken by Pat Roche, chief inves- 
tigator for the State’s Attorney's office, 
who turned it over to Madden who 
in turn gave it to Wilson to decipher. 
The latter soon discovered certain

It was a telegram re- 
mitting money in a handwriting iden- 
tical with that in which the first 
part of the account book was kept. 
And what was even more fortunate 
it was the only telegram he had 
come across sent to Alphonse Capone, 
an order for $5000. It was signed 
Pete Penovitch. Further, it had 
been sent just after the date in the 
account book on which one of those 
mysterious divisions had been made, 
o “& “se, end se on. 

Next, on an order from Washing- 
ton, Wilson got permission to comb 
the accounts of banks in Chicago and 
outlying suburbs for such a name and 
such a handwriting. He and the 
agents working with him encountered 
humerous difficulties, for in spite of 
the request from Washington many 
bankers sought to balk the search. 
Some of these bankers were handling 
huge gangster accounts and they 
didn’t want to lose those accounts. 
All these accounts were, of course, 
under fietitious names and it was not 
the business of the bankers—this was 
their contention—to pry into the af- 
fairs of their clients, or to permit 
anyone else to pry into these accounts. 
They were bound to preserve secrecy. 
But one by one they yielded and Pen- 
Ovitch was located through an ac- 
count in a Cicero bank. 

Penovitch was found to be a minor 
employe of the Capone syndicate in 
the “Subway” and the ‘Ship’ gambling 
houses. Wilson quickly ran him down 
and tried to get him to talk about the 
telegram for $5000 to Al Capone. But 
nothing could make Penovitch talk. 
He denied it was in his handwriting. 
Wilson tried another line. He got the 
names of all former employes of the 
“Subway” and the ‘“Ship’’ and went 
back to the banks to look for accounts 
that might give him handwriting sam- 
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ples. He 

found that two 

coincided with the 

handwriting in which 

the two last sections of the 

book were written. One was 
that of Fred Reis and the othe 
that of Louis Shumway. 

Weeks were spent in the search for 
these two men. Reis was finally 
found in St. Louis in a rooming house 
in the 3900 block on Delmar boulevard 
and Shumway was found with his wife 
in Miami. Reis was acting as account- 
ant for St. Louis gamblers. After some 
pressure had been brought, he admit- 
ted that he had kept a part of the 
Chicago book and Shumway, confront- 
ed in Miami with Reis’ confession, like- 
wise admitted he had been a bookkeep- 
er for a time for the gambling house. 
Reis told everything. 

He explained that the sums beside 
the initials ‘‘A,’’ ‘“J,’’ and so on, were 
the shares of the profits sent at stat- 
ed intervals to Al Capone, Jack Guzik, 
Ralph Capone ang two or three oth- 
ers in the inner council. Wilson had 
long suspected this, of course, but a 
grand jury will not indict on suspi- 
cion. Reis and Shumway very reluc- 
tantly agreed to testify and then there 
arose the problem of how to preserve 
these essential witnesses from gang- 
land guns. 

The Federal Government makes no 
provision for the harboring or protec- 
tion of witnesses prior to a trial. Wil- 
son went to Colonel Robert Isham 
Randolph of the Chicago Crime Com- 
mission and explained the situation. 
Colonel Randolph got $10,000 from the 
Secret Six of Chicago for Wilson’s use. 
Reis was sent to South America, under 
the guardianship of a Government 
agent and Shumway and his wife were 
sent to San Francisco under guard. 
When they were brought back for trial, 
fear was so great that they were kept 
under protection of two or three 
agents, under assumed names, first in 
one Loop hotel and then another.

At Madison Square Gar- 
den, where she played so 
often, a rope was lowered 
from the roof while a great 
crowd stood with bowed 
heads. The huge auditorium 
was darkened and in the si- 
lence was heard only the roll 
of drums and a voice that said, 

“To the memory of Lilian Leit- 
zel, God rest her soul.”’ 

Alfredo took the ashes to the home 
of his father at Long Beach, Califor- 
nia, and there interred them in the 
base of an impressive monument 
carved of Italian marble. This was in 
February of 1931. 


HAT spring Alfredo went back 
to his act with the circus. He 
had to earn his living, he had 
to keep his name before a public no- 
toriously short of memory. Moreover, 
Lalo and Miss Bruce were dependent 
upon his skill to complete their act. 
After all, he was Alfredo, the greatest 
serialist of his age. It. was the thing 
he liked to do, the thing that brought 
him the greatest peace of mind—to 
swing from a trapeze suspended by 
piano wires from the top of the tent. 
Miss Bruce had been in the act with 
the Codona brothers for three years. 
She had been a bareback rider with 
the Riffenach troupe. It was Lilian 
Leitzel who discovered her. It was 
Miss Leitzel who first coached her in 
her work on the trapeze. It was the 
Queen of the Air who encouraged 
her from time to time to go on 
with the difficult, dangerous study. 
Alfredo, not Lalo, caught her when 
she attempted her first aerial somer- 
sault. 

Miss Bruce’s early history—she is 
°7 now—differs from that of most cir- 
cus people. She spent nearly 10 years 
outside the province of the big top. 
And that is regarded, in the profes- 
sion, as almost fatal to a successful 
career. 

Her mother was a high-wire per- 
former who appeared much in the Ori- 
ent. When Vera was 6, her mother 
placed her to be educated in a Catholic 
convent in China. Here, in a convent 
in India and in a boarding school in

Australia, she was kept until she was 
nearly 16. Contrary to the wishes of 
her father, an American circus per- 
former, and her mother, she went into 
the family business. After a short ap- 
prenticeship she qualified as a rider 
with the Riffenachs. 

In an aerial act, such as that of the 
Codonas and Miss Bruce, everyone 
must he on friendly terms, to put it 
mildly. There must be a certain loy- 
alty, an esprit de corps, a comradeship. 
You don't care to trust your life to 
someone in whom you have no confi- 
dence or to someone with whom you 
have quarreled. Understanding and 
friendship are essential. 

This was the basis of Alfredo's love 
for Miss Bruce. She is gentle, quiet, 
with a reserved smile and kindly blue- 
gray eyes. There is about her face the 
air of one who. having seen much of 
the world, has come through without 
cynicism, with a broad, tolerant wis- 
dom. She is not pretty in the ortho- 
dox meaning of the word, but she is 
handsome in a distinguished way, so 
that you single her out even when she 
is standing in the “back yard’’ (the 
area around the hack door, which is 
the stage entrance of a circus) in the 
midst of the dazzling blondness of such 
performers as Miss Herbert, the eques- 
trienne, who rides like a cossack. 
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Paris, the Winter Garden in Berlin, the 

Hippodrome in Budapest. They ap- 

peared in the remarkable German film, 

‘Variety,’ Lalo doubling in the air for 

Emil Jannings, Alfredo in the role 
of a trapeze performer. 

Alfredo looks more nearly 28 
than the 38 he is. His hair is 
scarcely touched with gray. He 

has a lean, tense face. Five 
feet six inches in height, he is 
slender, with heavily-mus- 
cled shoulders and arms. 
When the circus first went 
on tour last spring, old 
friends of Alfredo and Miss 
Bruce noticed what was 
happening. The Yacopis, 
the family of Argentine 
tumblers, whose dressing 
wagon is next to the Co- 
donas, made pleasant quips 
about it in voluble Spanish. 
Circus people are frankly 
sentimental. They took a vi- 
carious pleasure in this ro- 
mance that was developing un- 
der their eyes. 
It was in St. Louis that the en- 
gagement of Alfredo and Vera was 
first made public. But everyone in the 
circus, from Tamara down to the low- 
liest roustabout, had known about it 
for weeks.

he could ship to the islands. Crude

HERE had been a leak 
somewhere.

They were dismissed from the of- 
fice next day. 

This was what Wilson, Con- 
verse and Tessem and other agents 
were constantly coming up against, 
local law-enforcing agencies in 
which were spies in the pay of 
the gang. Several times in their 
exploration of bank accounts and 
other gang records the investiga- 
tors turned up official law viola- 
tors. 

Swiftly word got around that 
Wilson, Converse and Tessem were 
“‘poison,’’ that no bribe could 
touch them. Again and again, be- 
fore they had. scarcely begun to 
make a preliminary inquiry, law 
violators, crooked police captains, 
crooked politicians, crooked of- 
fice holders and gangsters fled the 
city for safety. The Capone ring 
held, but like an intrenched re- 
doubt. And in the very midst of 
the ring, enjoying the complete 
confidence of the Big Five was 
Operative N, perhaps the most 
fearless of all the courageous men 
who worked on the case. 

Although he is an Irishman, Op- 
erative N passes easily for an Ital- 
ian. He is of swarthy complexion. 
He passes, too, for a Slav. He has 
college training and speaks Ital- 
ian, Polish and two or three other 
languages fluently. 

After a long campaign of calcu- 
lated carelessness, loitering about 


CONVICTING AL CAPONE 


Capone’s headquarters in the Lex- 
ington Hotel on South Michigan 
avenue, hanging around certain re- 
sorts in Cicero, he got into the 
confidence of figures close to Ca- 
pone. And there came a day when 
he was given a final accolade of 
recognition. He was invited—as 
another likely plug-ugly, a poten- 
tial machine-gunner, perhaps—to 
a sphagetti party in celebration of 
Jack Guzik’s release on bond. The 
“big boy’? was there, and the other 
guests, besides the guest of honor, 
were Frank Rio, Gus Winkler, 
Sam Guzik, Rocco de Gresso, 
Ralph Capone, Louis Lipschutz 
and Frank Nitti, the little dark 
Italian called by that sinister 
name, ‘‘The Enforcer,’’ one of the 
few men whom Capone feared. Al- 
though it was a social gathering, 
business affairs came up and were 
discussed by this informal board 
of directors’ meeting. 

Thereafter Operative N was re- 
peatedly in the confidence of the 
inner council. After an evening 
in the Lexington Hotel or in one 
of the Capone protected restau- 
rants, he would slip away for a 
few moments of whispered conver- 
sation with Wilson and the swift 
exchange of a few penciled notes. 

And now the scene changes to 
Florida. Wilson wanted to make 
his case air-tight. He had docu- 
mentary proof of income, but he 
wanted to show in addition evi- 
dence of lavish expenditures. 

It was the Florida of the Capone 
heyday. And what a day. The 
gangster was in residence at his 
magnificent estate on Palm Island, 
near Miami Beach. Moored at the 
back of the Capone mansion was a 
60-foot yacht. He had acquired it 
at a bargain and then had fitted 
it out in lavish style. Capone’s 
semi-public gambling house on 
Palm Island was running despite 
the supposedly rigid edict against 
gambling at Miami Beach. 

Around the Flamingo, the Ro- 
ney-Plaza and other luxurious ho- 
tels, Capone had his ‘‘steerers.’’ 
They were suave, worldly-wise 
young men and women and they 
picked potential suckers with ex- 
ceeding discretion. A mistake was 
too dangerous. Only those in the 
big-money class got taken to the 
Palm Island gambling resort. Here 
everything was muffled and quiet. 
No noisy jazz and noisier enter- 
tainers, searcely the sound of the 
dice, the click of the roulette 
wheel, deadened by the velvet- 
hung walls. And as a final favot 
the more privileged rich wero 


taken to meet Capone himself, 
sometimes invited for dinner or to 
late supper and a glass of cham- 
pagne. 

Into this atmosphere Operative 
N quickly insinuated himself. He 
was seen about Miami Beach with 
Capone’s men. He looked like just 


‘another gangster. After a week or 


two he approached grocers and 
other trades people with whom 
Capone dealt. He was an agent 
for the ‘‘Big Boy,” he said, and 
he wanted to know how much the 
Capone bill was. At first mer- 
chants hesitated—Capone’s favor 
was too valuable to jeopardize in 
any way. But at last Operative N 
got what he wanted. 

Capone's bill for household sup- 
plies and for beer, wines, liquors 
and fancy liqueurs run in from the 
Bahamas was about $4000 a 
week. Each night there were from 
50 to 75 at his dinner table. Food 
and drink were always available to 
the little army of gunmen and ex- 
ecutives of the ring who made the 
Capone house their headquarters. 
Armed with documentary proofs of 
this spending, Wilson and Opera- 
tive N. went back to Chicago. 
There it was a comparatively sim- 
ple matter to obtain from reputa- 
ble stores records of Capone’s 
luxury spending, the dozens of 
suits of silk underwear, the dia- 
mond-studded- belt buckles. 


HE net was drawing tight. 

All this time, of course, Wil- 

son had given his victims 
Constantly he ques- 
tioned them. At odd hours of 
the day and night he would 
turn up and begin his polite 
questions that so quickly became 
difficult and involved. And Guzik, 
Capone and the others dared not 
appear reluctant or resentful. 
They had to assume towards him 
an air of willing co-operation that 
they were far from feeling. 

“Well, nothing to do tonight,”’ 
Wilson would say to Converse. 
“Guess I'll go out and talk to Jack 
Guzik.’”” He would go to the tele- 
phone. 

‘“‘Hello. Mr. Guzik, please. This 
is Wilson of the Government serv- 
ice talking.’’ 

“Mr. Guzik, he is not in,’ the 
voice at the other end of the wire 
would say. 

“All right, Mrs. Guzik, I’ll come 
out and talk with you, then, and 
maybe in the meantime Mr. Guzik 
will come back.’’ 

“But I don’t know anything, 
nothing at all, Mr. Wilson, and 


no peace. 


there’s no use for you to come out 
here.”’ 

‘Well, I'll come on out and we 
can have a little talk,’’ and Wil- 
son would click the receiver down 
and grin at his assistant. 

He goes out to the Guzik apart- 
ment on the North Side and for 
two hours he engages Mrs. Guzik 
in conversation about her hus- 
band’s finances, perfectly well 
aware that somewhere not far 
away, possibly in an adjoining 
room, is Jack, himself. And when 
he goes at last, with polite regret 
that Mr. Guzik has not yet re- 
turned, he knows that Mrs. 
Guzik will have hysterics and that 
Jack will get a sound berating 
from his wife for leaving her to 
the mercies of that devil, Wilson. 

Even Capone was frantic. As 
one of his gang put it at the time, 
‘Why, the big fellow’s eating aspi- 
rin like it was peanuts, so he can 
get some sleep, and it ain’t no use 
at all.’’ Nerves that jangled to 
the sound of a door slamming, the 
ringing of a bell, the backfiring of 
a motor car. The net was drawing 
tighter each hour, each day. 

So carefully had the case been 
prepared that the outcome of fhe 
trial was almost a foregone ton- 
clusion, and yet one can never be 
certain either, about gangsters. 
One plot to bomb the Federal 
building was nipped by a raid 
and the discovery of a bomb 
containing 30 sticks of dynamite 
in Cicero. And there was that dra- 
matic day in court when in a brief 
byplay all of Wilson’s powers were 
made apparent. 

Phil D’Andrea, Capone's body- 
guard was slouched low in a front 
seat. Wilson went up, bent over 
him and said in a low voice, ‘‘Give 
me that gun you’ve got stuck 
under your belt, D'Andrea, and 
the cartridges you've got in your 
upper inside left-hand pocket, and 
then walk out in the hall with me. 
I don’t want any trouble with 
you.”’ The revolver and the cart- 
ridges were found on D’Andrea’s 
person just as Wilson had known 
they would be. So carefully does 
this remarkable detective prepare 
the ground in advance of action. 

He doesn’t care to talk about 
his work, but he said once to a 
friend that the greatest obstacles 
in crime detection were the im- 
probabilities that creep into one’s 
mind and confuse one, one’s own 
errors. ‘I summon all these,’’ 
he said, ‘‘and then I begin to elim- 
inate them, one by one. If you can 
do this, you very quickly reduce a 


case to its simplest terms, and 
that’s the way it should be kept 
through all subsequent moves. 

“A guilty man sets himself for 
questioning. He is prepared to 
meet force with force. He has no 
defense against a gentle question- 
ing. He doesn’t even know how 
to meet this approach. He is help- 
less, more or less. That is why I 
believe this technique is so superi- 
or to the third degree or anything 
faintly resembling the third-degree 
method.’’ 


HAT of the present status 

W of the principals in this 
prolonged and bitter 
struggle? Wilson is back at his 
customary post in Baltimore. 
Johnson is scheduled to be- 
come a Federal Judge and his 
assistant, Green, is to take his 
place. Madden, Tessem and Con- 
verse are carrying on their routine 
duties in Chicago. Capone is in 
jail, Guzik is in jail, Nitti is in 
jail, most of the principals 
are in jail. But the Capone 
organization is running much as it 
ran before. It is under the direc- 
tion of Gus Winkler, who is 
‘‘watching out” for Capone’s inter- 
ests, as it was put by an authority 
on the gang situation here. It is 
as though Capone, the president of 
the corporation, had retired tem- 
porarily to Europe, leaving his 
vice-president, Winkler, in charge. 

Wilson, of course, is not con- 
cerned with Volstead violations. 
He is an income tax agent who in- 
vestigates charges of tax evasion. 

The Capone case was not a one 
man case. Wilson wants that clear- 
ly understood. The successful con- 
clusion came only through co-op- 
eration and hard work of every 
agent and attorney who had any 
connection with the case in Chica- 
go, Washington and Florida, and 
because of constant support and 
encouragement from superiors, the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
David Burnet; the Chief of the In- 
telligence Unit of the Bureau, El- 
mer L. Irey, and other officials in 
the Department of Justice and the 
Treasury Department. 

It was in the line of duty. That 
and no more, in Wilson’s modest 
opinion. If ever again he is sum- 
moned to work on such an import- 
ant matter, involving so many dol- 
lars and the prestige of a whole 
Government, he will do his duty 
again. That is the point of view 
of the man who did perhaps more 
than anyone else to convict Ca- 


pone.

They also found that in order to express 
this vibrant brilliance with pigment, broken 
color was the most successful method. That 
involves the juxtaposition of very small areas 
of pure pigment instead of colors previously 
mixed on the artist's palette; in other words, 
the placing of a bit of blue next to yellow 
instead of a blending of the two into a spot 
of green.

The landscapes of John Henry Twachtman 
are among the most charming which have 
been produced by American painters. This 
artist, whose work long went unrecognized, 
even after his death in 1902, was very mark- 
ediy under the influence of the ‘‘impression- 
ist’’ school of France, the storm center of late 
nineteenth century painting. However, so 
completely were its manifestations ignored in 
America at that period, that the work of our 
native painters of light and’color failed to 
arouse even an enthusiastic dislike. 

Twachtman was one of the first American 
artists to be affected by the new movement. 
He was born in Cincinnati in 1853 and 
studied in New York and in Munich before 
going to Paris, where his style of work grad- 
ually swung from the academic standard to- 
wards the freer realism of the Plein Air 
group. It was the aim of Monet, leader of 
this school, and of his followers, such as 
Sisley and Pissarro, to show the changes in 
color which were effected by light. To carry 
out their experiments they found the open 
air a much more suitable workshop than the 
studio, for the colors of objects appeared 
more brilliant and pure in the natural light. 
Thence is derived their name, pleinairists. 


of his life-that Twachtman was following 

in the path of this school, and his land- 
scapes of the period are entirely different 
from his earlier Munich work. The sincere, 
elusive beauty of these scenes, which have 
come to be corsidered his most characteristic 
production, lies in the soft color which takes 
on the opalescence of iridescent glass. 

In no painting is that quality more appar- 
ent that in ‘‘The Rainbow's Source,” pur- 
chased by the museum in 1921. As the moun- 
tain stream comes splashing down over the 
rocks the soft light on it is split up and re- 
flected in rainbow tints, with gray blues and 
varied greens predominating; the pale yellow 
of the light lends it warmth. The softness of 
the tints and the lack of definite outline in 
the forms of rocks and trees are typical of 
the methods of the impressionists. The man- 
ner in which the pigment is put on the can- 
vas in small irregular spots creates a pulsa- 
tion of light throughout the canvas. The 
artist has passed on to us his momentary 
glimpse of a shining, colorful effect of light 
and atmosphere.
